REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE COLLEGE. 


To the Honorable board of Managers of Rhode Island State College: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present the following as my 
report for the year 1913. The report, as usual, covers the latter 
half of the scholastic year 1912-13 and the first һа! of the scholastic 
year 1915-14. 


Increase of Graduating Classes. 


The latter part of the year 1912—18 passed without any occurrence 
worthy of especial mention. Twenty-two students were graduated 
in June; four in agriculture, ten in engineering, four in home econom- 
ics, and four in applied science for teachers. It is interesting to note - 
that this is the first time that the number of the first class—that of 
1894—has been exceeded. That class numbered seventeen. The 
class of 1899 reached: the same number, after which the classes 
decreased in number until in 1904 there were only three. Since 
that time, the classes have steadily increased, the class of 1912 
again reaching the number of the first class, seventeen, and the class 
of 1913, as before stated, numbering twenty-two. The total number 
of graduates to this date is two hundred and twenty-six, or an average 


of eleven per year since the beginning. Of the total number, six are 
dead. 


Statistics Concerning Graduates. 


Geographically, the graduates are quite widely distributed. 
Ninety-three, or 42.7 per cent. are located in the state. Twenty- 
eight are living in Massachusetts, and the same number, twenty- 
eight, have their homes in New York. The following table shows the 
distribution by states and countries. | 
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Of the total number of graduates, fifty-five or exactly one-fourth 
are women and one hundred and sixty-five are men. For the first 
two years the proportion of women to men was one to eleven. For 
the next ten years the ratio approximated one to two pretty steadily; 
while for the last eight years the ratio has been about one to four. 
As the ratio of women to men among the undergraduates has, in 
recent years, been much lower than this, averaging approximately 
one to seven, the indication is quite clear that the women have been 
much more persistent in attendance than the men. 

Of the fifty-five women graduates, twenty-one are married and are 
conducting homes of their own; twenty are engaged in teaching; four 
are doing scientific research work; and the remainder are employed 
in miscellaneous occupations, such as secretary, publisher, dress- 
maker, etc. 
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The one hundred and sixty-five men graduates are employed as 
follows: twenty-four are farming; five are teaching farming; and 
eleven are engaged in agricultural research. Twenty-two are 
teachers of science. Sixty-seven are doing engineering work; eleven 
are ш commercial business; three are newspaper men; two are 
ministers of the gospel; one is a lawyer; two are officers in the Philip- 
pine Constabulary; two are post-office officials; six are scientific 
specialists in chemistry; one 15 a carriage-maker, one a contractor; 
two are mechanics; two are graduate students, and the occupation 
of three is unknown. 

Of the total number of living graduates, over one-sixth were 
graduated in the last two years; nearly one-third, or more exactly, 
31 per cent. were graduated in the last four years; and in the last 
eight years as many have been graduated as were graduated in the 
previous twelve years, the classes from 1906 to 1913 numbering one 
hundred and thirteen, while those from 1894 to 1906, inclusive, number 
one hundred and seven. 

I mention these facts in order to give some idea of how young the 
majority of our graduates are and how little time they have had, 
relatively speaking, to demonstrate the value of their training and 
their own individual powers. Yet in nearly every case, it should 
and may be said that these people are actively employed in productive 
work, that they are giving satisfaction to their employers and are 
forging ahead in their lines of work. Notable successes, too, are 
already appearing. | 

Some of the most successful and widely known farmers in the 
state are among our graduates. Аз teachers other graduates have 
taken high rank. One is director of the chemical experiment station 
of Uruguay, and recently offered a salary of $3,100 in gold to a 
young graduate of this college to take a subordinate position under 
him. Another, a graduate of seven years ago, an author and one 
of the best-known authorities on poultry in the United States told 
me three years ago that he could not afford to accept a salary of 
$2,500.00. For so young a college as this is, the list of institutions 
in which our graduates are instructing or ne is rather 
remarkable and I give 1 here:

In industrial work our graduates are also making good in many 
lines. Ten areemployed by the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad and its subsidiaries. Some of these positions held are 
among the most responsible as, for instance, chief inspector of bridges 
and buildings on the main line, division 'superintendent Rhode 
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— Island Company, assistant engineer in bridge department, ete. Опе 
E graduate is president of a large engineering company in a distant 
- state. One has established himself аз a prosperous and well-known 
consulting chemist in a metropolitan city; one is chief tool designer 
— for the Brown & Sharpe Manufacturing Co.; one is superintendent of 
schools in an important town of this state; one is unusually success- 


— ful as designer of electric locomotives; and one is head gardener for 


the magnificent Havemeyer estate at Rahway, New Jersey. 

I have thought it well at this time, when twenty classes have gone 
out from the institution to bring these facts to your notice as an 
indieation of what, in spite of great difficulties, has been so far 
accomplished by the institution and its graduates. It is to be recol- 
lected that all this takes no account of the much larger number of 
students who, through short or partial courses, have improved their 
powers of achievement and their efficiency as members of the social 
organization. Ц has always been my contention that the four-year 
period of training is but an arbitrary and artificial unit of the school 
men; that three years or less of college training, without the attain- 
ment of a degree, does not mean mere waste, as if one had made 
three-fourths or one-half of a pair of shoes; and that any single year 
or even less of college training is, in and of itself, a real achievement 
and worth all that it cost. | Accordingly, I бра by actual contact 
many examples of suecess among undergraduates who have gone out 
into Ше with less than four years of our training. It is, however, 
dificult and indeed, with our facilities, impossible, to keep a сош- 
plete record of these men's careers and so no statistics as to these 
people exist. It is, however, an ascertained fact that none of the 
effort so expended has been lost, and, that in such lives the body 
politic has realized far more than it has expended. It should indeed 
be fully and clearly recognized that farm foremanships and the like | 
must find applicants largely from the ranks of those who, for various 
reasons, are restricted to the range of training and knowledge rep- 
resented by our short courses. The college graduate, finding within 
his reach places of larger influence and emolument, will naturally 
seize the greater opportunities.

The number of women in attendance during the current year is 
slightly in excess of that of the previous year, being 34 to 29. The 
increase among the men is 9.7 per cent. The number of new matricu- 
lates for the current yearis 117. Of these, seventy-nine are freshmen, 
as compared with seventy-two of the previous year; four are special 
students, as compared with six of the year before; fifteen are short- 
course students, as contrasted with twenty-six in the previous year; 
while eighteen are poultry students (twenty-two in the previous year). 
The number of previous matrieulates who have returned for the 
current year is 152, as compared with 113 of the previous year. This 
fact may be dwelt upon with especial pleasure. In my report of two 
years ago, I noted with some misgiving that many of our students 
after spending a year or two with us transferred to other colleges and 
sought their degrees elsewhere. "This condition seems to have been 
outgrown. The total attendance in 1912-13 was 243. Of these, 
twenty-two were graduates of that year; hence, would not naturally 
return. Twenty-two others were poultry students and these attend 
only for the length of that course (eight weeks); five finished short or 
special courses, and hence did not return. I stated in my report of 
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last year that the loss between the two years, 1912 and 1913, was 34 
per cent. outside of the legitimate loss by graduation. It is grat iy 
ing to note that the loss of the same kind between 1913 and 1914i | 
only 21.6 рег cent. Last yaar eleven withdrew to enter other co. У 
leges; this year only four withdrew for that purpose. Last year 
twenty-five were dropped from our rolls for unsatisfactory work o 
for disciplinary reasons; this year only ten were dropped for thes 
reasons. The voluntary withdrawals last year (for various reason 
mainly financial) were twenty-five; this year the number of such 
withdrawals is twenty-two. Finally, it is to be noted that the lc b ч 
in the college classes is relatively much smaller than in the sk К. d 
courses; the former being 19 per cent., while it is 43 per cent. in the - 
latter. This difference is natural since the short-course students | 
enter, as à rule, much ‘more severely handicapped both by itio of 
previous training and by insufficient financial resources.

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From this table it appears that the percentage of Rhode Island 
students is 75.6. By far the larger part of our students live in our 
dormitories and in houses rented by the college. То be exact, six 
are residents of the village of Kingston; seven are village boarders; 
twenty-three are daily transported from the station to the college 
and back again; while two hundred and fifteen are cared for in the 
college dormitories and rented houses. 

The average age of the freshman class was at бози almost 
exactly nineteen years. The youngest was sixteen years and three 
months at that time; four were seventeen; and the remainder were 
eighteen or over. The average age of those entering the short 
courses was nineteen years and ten months. 
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Status as to Entrance Requirements. 


Of the eighty-seven in the freshman class, nine were admitted con- “ 
ditioned on two units; four on one and one-half units; three on one 
unit; eleven on one-half unit; and sixty were admitted without con- 
dition; that is, having fourteen or more units for entrance. Of these 
sixty, thirty-eight had more than fourteen units. 


Occupation of Parents. 


It is interesting to note the occupations of parents of students 
entering this year. Fifteen students state that their fathers are 
farmers, estate superintendents or gardeners; the fathers of nineteen 
are shopkeepers, salesmen, clerks, coal-dealers or the like; six are in 
some way connected with transportation, as motormen, chauffeurs, 
etc.; sixteen are in some form of manufacture, as loom-fixer, dyer, 
tool-maker; three are janitors or stewards; four are in some form of 
building construction, as stone-cutter, carpenter, contractor; one is 
a lawyer, one a court-reporter, one a telephone employé, one an 
insurance agent, one a banker, one a bank-teller, two are physicians, 
опе a journalist, one a civil engineer, and two are teachers. 


High Schools Represented in the Freshman Class. 


In Rhode Island the Technical High School comes first with nine 
students; Westerly High School sends six; Pawtucket High School 
sends six; East Providence High School sends five; Burrillville High 
School sends four; Hope Street High School sends four and the 
following other high schools send from one to three: Barrington, 
Cranston, East Greenwich Academy, English, La Salle Academy, 
North Kingstown, Moses Brown, Pentecostal Institute, Rogers High 
School, St. Mary’s Seminary, South Kingstown, Warren, Warwick, 
Woonsocket. Outside of the state we have among the freshmen of 
the current year six from Brockton High School and one or two from 
each of the following high schools: Attleboro, B. M. C. Durfee of 
Fall River, Bridgewater, Groveland, New Bedford, Orange, and 
Sacred Heart of Fall River, in Massachusetts; Bulkeley and the 
Manual Training High of New London, Killingly, and Wethersfield, 
in Connecticut; High School of Commerce and College of the city of 
New York Preparatory School in New York; Perth Amboy in New 
Jersey; and Beeman Academy in Vermont.

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Finances. 


The report of the treasurer herewith presented shows the financial 
situation in definite and exact form. It will be noted that, while 
there is a surplus in the Morrill Fund, there is a deficit in the Current 
Fund; that is to say, deducting from the credit balance in the Morrill 
Fund $28,695.99, the amount naturally allotted to meet the expendi- 
tures of the second six months of the fiscal year, we have a credit 
remainder of $3,695.99; on the other hand, we find in the Current 
Fund ап over-expenditure for the calendar year of $4,372.48. If these 
funds were interchangeable, the situation would be fairly satisfactory. 
As, however, the Morrill surplus cannot be used to offset the Current 
Fund deficit, the greatest care will have to be exercised for the coming 
year to lessen the deficit in current expenditure. It should be stated 
that the changes and improvements necessitated by the erection of 
the new Science Hall have affected every department in the college 
and have increased the current expenditure abnormally. This 
increase, it is believed, is only temporary and will diminish as soon 
as the various departments are fully settled in their new quarters. 
In contrast with the condition of the Current Fund, the Trust Fund 
shows a credit balance of $2,000.03 


Comparative Expenditures for the Four Courses. 


It is sometimes urged that the college does not give sufficient 
prominence to the agricultural work for which it was designed, and 
unduly fosters the engineering department. In order to see if there is 
any justice in this contention, I have made a very careful study of the 
expenditures on the four courses that we are offering, as required, 
under the Morrill Acts. In making the comparison I have divided 
up the total expense of the administrative departments among the 
four courses in proportion to the number of students in each course. 
On the other hand, I have apportioned the expense of each teaching 
department to the four courses in proportion to the amount of time 
given by that teaching department to the work of each course. 1% 
is understood, of course, that the experiment station and the exten- 
sion department give all their time to the agricultural work. On this 
basis of calculation: 
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The agricultural work absorbs 58 per cent. of our revenue. 
The engineering work absorbs 26 per cent. of our revenue. 

The applied science work absorbs 6 per cent. of our revenue. 
'The home economies work absorbs 10 per cent. of our revenue. 


On the basis of per capita cost and leaving out of consideration 
the expenditures of the experiment station and the extension depart- 
ment, the college is expending on each agricultural student sixty- 
five dollars for every thirty-five dollars expended on an engineering 
student. Students in agriculture receive instruction from twenty- 
two different instructors of whom eight devote their entire instruc- 
tional work to the students in the agricultural courses; while engineer- 
ing students are instructed by only sixteen different instructors of 
whom six give their entire time to the engineers. Including the 
extension workers and the experiment station employés, the number 
of persons employing their whole time in agricultural work is twenty, 
and their salary total is $25,500. The salaries of the six persons ex- 
clusively engaged in engineering work total $9,300. It may be 
well to add that no teacher devotes his time exclusively to the work 
of the applied science course, and only two give their entire time to 
the home economies course. The departments (not including the 
administrative and maintenance departments) essential to the work 
in agriculture number eighteen, employ thirty people, and cost 
$68,800. The departments essential to the engineering work number 
ten (six of which have also been reckoned as essential to the agricult- 
ural work) employ sixteen people (ten of whom are also employed 
in the agricultural work) and cost $24,750 (much of which amount 
is reckoned in the previous sum of $68,800 for the agricultural work). 
The cost of the work exclusively maintained for engineering courses 
is $12,600. The eost of departments exclusively maintained for 
agricultural work is $47,550. These facts would seem to indicate 
no neglect of the agricultural work. 


Changes in Faculty. 


Comparatively few changes in the personnel of the faculty have 
been made during the year. 

On February 1, Dr. G. M. Tucker, farm manager, asked to be 
released from his contract in order to take a very attractive position 
with the Department of Agriculture at Washington. His request 
for release was granted by your Board, and Mr. Howland Burdick 
undertook his duties. 
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On March 20, in order to readjust Ше work of the experiment 
station, Dr. B. L. Hartwell was formally appointed agronomist of 
the station. | 

In order to accept а position at the Pennsylvania State College, 
Professor F. S. Putney, head of the department of animal husbandry, 
tendered his resignation on July 1. Professor Putney had made 
himself very acceptable to his students and to the people of the state, 
and his transfer to Pennsylvania was sincerely regretted. To fill 
the vacancy Professor В. B. Cooley (B. S. A. Toronto University), 
of Canifton, Ontario, was chosen. Professor Cooley is a graduate of 
the Ontario Agricultural College at Guelph and of Toronto University, 
1910. His first position after graduation was that of registrar for 
the Dominion Registration Records of Sheep and Swine. In Septem- 
ber of that year (1910) he became instructor in animal husbandry 
in MacDonald Agricultural College, where he remained until, in the 
spring of 1912, he took the position of live-stock inspector for the 
Canadian Pacifie Railroad in their project for creating ready-made 
farms for investors along theirline. Inthis work he gained invaluable 
experience. 

Miss Sarah W. Landes resigned her position as professor of home 
economies to take effect September 1, and Miss Mabel Campbell, 
of Ames, Iowa, was selected to fill the position. Miss Campbell was 
graduated from the Iowa State College in 1905. She became student 
assistant and then instructor in the home economies department of 
Iowa State College, taking the further degree of Bachelor of Domestic 
Science in 1908. In 1910, she became head of the home economics 
department of Illinois Wesleyan University, at Bloomington, Ш., 
remaining there three years and until she accepted the position here. 

On June 18 Miss Nellie A. Harrall resigned as head of the women’s 
dormitory and instructor in physical culture, resignation to take 
effect September 1. Miss Harrall is a graduate of the college, and in 
various capacities had endeared herself to us all by unusual efficiency, 
combined with a delightful disposition. To the important position 
then made vacant was appointed, at your August meeting, Miss 
Alta M. Bailey, of Concord, New Hampshire. Miss Bailey was 
graduated from Boston University, with the degree of A. B. in 1903. 
From 1903 to 1905, she was preceptress and teacher of Latin and 
English at Oak Grove Seminary, Maine. From 1905 to 1908, she 
taught at Laconia High School, New Hampshire. From 1908 to 
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1913, she was preceptress and teacher of English in Kimball Union = 
Academy. : 

Mr. M. B. Greenough, instructor in mechanical engineering, 
resigned June 18 to take effect September 1. In his place was 
appointed Mr. Romeo К. Martel. Mr. Martel is а Bachelor of 
Science in civil engineering, of Brown University, 1912. "The year 
1912-13 he spent in graduate work at Harvard University. 


Resignation of Ex-Governor Kimball. 


In this connection should be mentioned a most important change 
in the constitution of your Board of Managers. On account of his 
change of residence from Providence to South Kingstown, ex-Gover- 
nor Charles Dean Kimball who, for some eleven years, had been 
president of your Board, deemed it necessary to resign as member 
from Providence, and accordingly so notified the Governor. The 
resignation was accepted and Hon. Zenas W. Bliss, of Cranston, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 

As a record of the high esteem in which ex-Governor Kimball is 
held, the following resolution adopted by your Board at its meeting 
December 18 is here inserted. 


Voted: that the following communication be spread on the minutes of the 
Board, and that a properly engrossed copy be transmitted to the Hon. Charles 
Dean Kimball.

On the occasion of your resignation from the Board of Managers of Rhode 
Island State College, your associates and friends on the Board, speaking both 
for themselves and for the college community, as well as for the state which you 
have so well served in this capacity, desire to express to you their high apprecia- — 
tion of your intelligent and efficient administration of the affairs of the Board — 
as its president during a period of eleven years. E 

When you came on the Board in 1903, the affairs of the college were in a pre- 
carious condition. The public was not friendly toward it. The majority of 
the student enrollment consisted of boys and girls of high school age in a pre- 
paratory department, that is, doing purely high-school work. The number of 
students outside of these and the poultry students was only forty-six, and of 
these many were poorly prepared. The salaries paid teachers were low. The 
tollege was in debt; and the courses of study were ill-arranged and of compara- 
tively low standard. In the two lines of work constituting the especial field for 
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which the college was designed, the attendance was in agriculture, five; in 
engineering, twenty-five. 

You turn over to your successor as president of the Board a genuine vocational 
eollege, with an enrollment of two hundred and fifty-one students, of whom sev- 
enty-nine are taking agricultural courses and one hundred and fifteen engineering 
courses, with twenty-nine studying applied science for teachers and twenty- 
eight home economies. The income of the college has been increased nearly 
threefold, the faculty has been greatly enlarged and strengthened, the prepara- 
tory department has been abolished, the entrance requirements have been stand- 
ardized, the buildings and equipment of the college have been incréased fairly 
commensurate with the dignity and efficiency of a Rhode Island institution of 
higher learning, and its reputation among the people has been greatly advanced. 

In this process of rehabilitation and upbuilding, your wisdom and business 
efficiency, your earnestness and singleness of purpose, your high standard of 
probity in publie service, well-known among the people, have been powerful 
influences and a strong asset of the college. It should and must be a great 
source of pleasure to feel that you have been instrumental in thus raising to а 
high degree of efficiency one of the most important public institutions of your 
state, and we, your associates, are anxious thus formally to express the debt that 
we and the state owe to you. 

In parting with you officially, we hope and believe that we shall not lose the 
benefit of your interest and advice, and that the friendships here formed may 


never be broken. 


In further testimony of high regard а reception was tendered ех- 
Governor and Mrs. Kimball by the Board and Faculty on this same 
date, December 18, at which a handsome loving-cup was presented 
to the retiring president by his friends. 


Board of Visitors. 


The Board of Visitors appointed for the year 1913 consisted of 
Assistant Commissioner of Schools Valentine Almy, Hon. Chandler 
H. Coggeshall, Col. Frank T. Easton, Rev. J. W. Fobes, Mr. Horace 
W. Tinkham, Mrs. P. Н. Wilbour and Mis. Preston Н. Gardner. 
Their report is presented as an appendix to the present report. The 
interest displayed by this Board and the good work they have done 
in pointing out matters needing attention, as well as the generous 
commendation they have bestowed where warranted, call forth our 
gratitude and we render to them, each and all, our sincere thanks. 


Extension Department. 


The work done by the extension department during the year has 
been varied and aggressive. The school and home garden work 
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has been especially successful and has received wide commendation. 
The work of this department will undoubtedly be greatly enlarged in 
the near future by the passage of the so-called Lever Bill, which will 
endow the department somewhat after the manner of the experiment 
station in relation to its Hatch and Adams funds. То beable promptly 
to meet the needs of the situation sure to arise in the near future, 
your Board has authorized the introduction into the Legislature 
of the following act, with its accompanying explanation: 


AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF SECTION 5 OF CHAPTER 76 OF THE 
GENERAL LAWS, ENTITLED “ОЕ THE RHODE ISLAND COL- 
LEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND MECHANIC ARTS." 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 5 of Chapter 76 of the General Laws, entitled “ОГ the 
Rhode Island College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts," is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 


SEC. 5. The said Board of Managers, subject at any time to the action of 
the General Assembly, shall in their corporate capacity be the representatives 
of the authority of the state in all matters pertaining to the said college in all 
its departments, including specifically the experiment station and the extension 
department. They shall have the general care and management of said estate 
in South Kingstown and of any other property, real or personal, belonging to 
the college or any of its departments however acquired and wherever situated. 
They shall be charged with the management and expenditure of all funds granted 
or accruing to the college or to any of its departments, whether coming from the 
state or national government, or from any other source. "They shall authorize, 
supervise and control all activities of the college, all instructional, investigational 
or experimental work and all demonstrational or other so-called extension work, 
wherever located and carried on by the college or any of its departments and 
whether undertaken singly or in coóperation with other agencies. It shall be 
the duty of said Board from time to time to determine the faculty of said college, 
to employ and, for cause, to remove, officers, professors, investigators, lecturers, 
teachers, extension workers, and other persons needed in connection with the 
administration and work of said college and its departments, to prescribe their 
duties, to fix their compensation, to make rules and regulations for their govern- 
ment, and, from time to time, to make by-laws, rules and regulations to govern 
their own meetings and proceedings: 

The said Board of Managers, by and with the approval of the faculty of said 
college, and having due regard to the best practice of American institutions of 
higher learning as to appropriate correspondence between attainments and degrees, 
may confer, upon such candidates or persons as in their judgment and that of 
the said faculty may be worthy of such honors, academic degrees and diplomas, 
either such as they and the said faculty may devise, or such as are usually con- 
ferred by American institutions of higher learning. It shall be the duty of said 
faculty, by and with the approval of said board of managers, from time to time 
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to arrange Ше courses of study, conforming to all acts of Congress in this behalf, 
and to prescribe such qualifications for the admission of students and such rules 
of study, exercise, discipline and government as the said faculty shall deem proper. 


Explanation 
To Accompany Act Amending the Charter of Rhode Island State College. 


The changes herein contemplated are necessitated as preparation 
for the acceptance of the Lever Bill, which originates a new set of 
officers not residing at. the college nor around it, and a new method 
or methods of extending the work of the college to the farmers of the 
state. The said bill places responsibility for this work on the college. 
The object of this proposed amendment is, in general, to give the 
Board full and sufficient authority to carry on the new work; and 
specifically : 

(a) To lodge, in the said Board, the trusteeship not only of the 
"estate in South Kingstown,” but also of any other land or parcels - 
of land which may in the exigencies of the work come under the 
control of representatives or appointees of the college; 

(b) To enable the said Board without question as to authority, 
to receive and disburse funds arising under this act or as a result 
thereof, whether coming from the general government, from the state, 
ог from individuals or organizations desiring to coóperate in the 
work ; e 

(c) То give the said Board full power to control and direct the 
work of its appointees, wherever and however engaged; 

(d) To empower the said Board to make appointments and for 
cause to remove appointees. 

The changes in the remaining part of the section are intended 
to codrdinate in a more thorough and seemly fashion the necessary 
inter-action of Board and Faculty and to make the form of the 
charter conform more clearly and fully with actual and conventional 
practice; specifically, to make the Board, as the direct representatives 
of the State, co-actors with the Faculty in the bestowal of degrees 
and in the arrangement of courses. It may be stated in this con- 
nection that the Board, as now constituted, has in its membership the 
highest educational official established by state law, that the signa- 
ture of the president of the Board has always been recognized as 
essential to the validity of а diploma, and that it has been necessary 
in crucial junctures for the Board to exercise influence to restrict and 
limit the scope of work as represented by the courses. 
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Experiment Station. 


The report of the Director of the Experiment Station, as required 
by law, is herewith presented as a part of this report. In this connec- 
tion it gives me especial pleasure to quote as part of this record the 
following commendatory allusion to our station in the Providence 
Journal of January 9, 1914. I quote, in part: 


“The many important investigations conducted by the Rhode Island Agricult- 
ural Experiment Station at Kingston during the past year are dealt with at 
length and praised in the report of the Office of Experiment Stations under the 
· title, ‘Work and Expenditures of the Agricultural Experiment Stations, 1913,” 
just published by the Department of Agriculture. 

“The Rhode Island Station is well organized for carrying on lines of research 
and for making the results applicable to the conditions and problems of the farm. 
It is doing an important work," says the Washington report. 


“The State appropriated $75,000 for a new science building for the college, 
in which the division of biology of the station is to be housed, thereby making 
available more office and laboratory room for other departments in the station 
building. 


“The station conducted a large amount of work, especially in agronomy. The 
rotation experiments for the purpose of learning the most economical means of 
renovating and maintaining fertility of some of the neglected soils of the state were 
continued. Опе of the most important features of this work was the bringing 
out of the difference between two five-year rotations, in one of which clover is 
used and in the other omitted, the results showing that clover is a quick-acting 
fertilizer and that no large effect of it is carried over for successive years, though 
_ some effect is visible in the yield of grain and more particularly in the stover.”’ 


New Science Building. 


The new science building, made possible by the appropriation of 
$75,000 by the Legislature of 1912, although not entirely completed 
at the opening of the fall term, was utilized with the consent of the 
Thomas F. Cullinan Co., contractors, the advertised time of opening 
the college year being delayed one week. The full utilization of the 
building was not accomplished until practically the beginning of the 
second term in February. In fact, when the building was first 
occupied in September, there was no furniture on hand other than 
the old furniture brought over from the previous quarters. Orders 
had been placed early in the summer for new furniture and apparatus 
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timed for delivery September 1; but the firms were very slow indeed in 
delivery and the work of the first term was carried on under serious 
difficulties. The last carload of laboratory apparatus and furniture 
arrived January 10, 1914. The real value and meaning of this great 
building in the work of the college is therefore just beginning to be © 
fully realized. But the extent of readjustment in the various 
departments consequent upon its utilization has registered itself in а 
variety of ways. The old chemical laboratory has been moved to the 
lot west of the poultry plant, and converted into а piggery and sheep 
barn. The mere moving of the structure cost $700, and the refitting 
to its new use cost approximately $300 more. However, it is very 
well fitted for the purpose to which it has been put, and it could not 
have been built anew for probably much less than $4,000. In the 
same way the old botany building has been moved adjacent to the 
dairy barn; new cement floors have been built; new dairy furniture, 
apparatus, and fittings have been installed ; and thus a handsome little 
dairy building has been created—something greatly needed up to 
this time. The extension department has been moved into the 
quarters on the first floor of Davis Hall, vacated by the biological 
department. The quarters of the physics department have been 
utilized in part as much needed recitation rooms. The removal 
of the department of bacteriology and the headquarters of the depart- 
ment of agronomy from the station building to Science Hall has 
given room for the expansion of the station work. Part of the physics 
work was given in Lippitt Hall. The space vacant here has given 
much more efficient arrangement of the electrical engineering work. 
There have been a host of minor adjustments, in various departments 
and places, too numerous to mention, yet all greatly adding to 
efficiency. 


Enlargement of Boarding Department 


With the large increase of students, it has been necessary to take 
the assembly hall in East Hall for a second dining-room. Meals are 
served from both sides of the kitchen to the two dining-rooms. 


New Fraternity House. 


In accordance with the legislative act of 1912 empowering your 
Board to guarantee loans, to the amount of $8,000, for the construc- 
tion of fraternity houses, a loan made to the Beta Phi fraternity by the 
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Wakefield Trust Co., to the full amount of $8,000 was so guaranteed 
and a very tasteful, dignified and commodious building was erected 
on the college land just south of Mr. Adams’ residence. It ассош- 
modates about twenty-five students. 


Farmers’ Week. 


The farmers' week this year was again held during the Christmas 
holidays and seemed to be one of the most successful we have ever 
held. The following resolution was unanimously adopted at one of 
the meetings: | 


Resolved, that we, representing the agriculturists of Rhode Island, appreciate 
the efforts made by Rhode Island State College to make Farmers’ Week of edu- 
cational value to us all. We wish to congratulate the management on being able 
to make each year's program better than the previous one, feeling that this year's 
has been the best of them all. We also wish to thank President Edwards and all 
connected with the college for their courtesy and the interest shown at all times for 
us and our welfare. 


Alumni Clubs. 


One of the most favorable signs of progress for the college is the 
development of clubs or associations of alumni here and there. At 
least three have been recently organized :—one at Providence, one at 
New York City, and one, of the local alumni; at Kingston. The one 
at New York seems most vigorous. A meeting of this club at the 
Hotel Marseilles on February 28, 1914, was attended by several 
college officials, including myself, and much enthusiasm was shown. 


The Student Loan Fund. 


This fund created by the alumni for the purpose of making loans 
from time to time to juniors and seniors needing aid has not grown 
very considerably during the last year. The total amount is now 
$242.78. The amount of loans during the current year has been 
$96.50; the amount of loans returned during the year being $78.55. 
At the.close of the year the balance on hand is $88.03, the amount of 
loans still out being $154.75. 


Grange Scholarship. 


A grange scholarship amounting to $90 for the year was established 
by the State Grange and, under rules.created by a committee, was 
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awarded to Rowland Peckham of Middletown, а short-course 
student. 


Funds Desired. 


As a matter of record I am here inserting copy of resolution 
authorized by your Board and containing items of expense deemed 
quite essential to the successful prosecution of the work. With this 
resolution I am presenting an explanation of the need for each item. 


RESOLUTION APPROPRIATING TO RHODE ISLAND STATE COLLEGE THE SUM OF 
TwNTY THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR CERTAIN SPECIFIC PURPOSES. 


Resolved, That the sum of twenty thousand dollars be and the same is hereby 
appropriated from any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated to be 
expended under the direction of the board of managers of Rhode Island State 
College for the following purposes:

And the state auditor is hereby directed to draw his orders upon the general 
treasurer from time to time for the payment of the same, upon presentation of 
proper vouchers approved by said board. 


Explanation of Items in Accompanying Resolutions. 


1. Sewage Disposal. The college has never had any sanitary 
arrangement for sewage disposal. Laterals collect the sewage from 


the various buildings and convey it to a main sewer which empties 
4 
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on the hillside some 300 yards to the west of the quadrangle. Т 
the sewage flows over the ground to the brook at the bottom of the _ 
hill. With the increase of the college population to more than 300 — 


persons, the conditions have become menacing. We use now some 
17,000 gallons of water per day. The odor from the hillside is at 


times quite perceptible on the quadrangle. Neighboring property- 
owners would be well within their rights in making complaint against _ 


us for maintaining unsanitary conditions. The plan of disposal 
contemplates a septic tank 30 x 20 x 9 ft. in two divisions, a filtration 
bed of sand and gravel, 100 x 60 x 4 ft., a Miller automatic flushing 
tank 6 x 4 x 4 ft., with necessary connections. It is calculated that 
this outfit would take care of the sewage for 400 people and could be 
readily added to. 


2. Transportation Problem. The college is some 116 miles from 
the station. "Transportation of students from and to the station free 
of expense is required by state enactment. All freight and express 
must be hauled over the same distance. During the past year, as 
nearly as can be reckoned, 2,000 tons of freight was hauled, not 
including two one-horse loads of expressage each day. The average 
number of students carried each day was twenty, with from forty to 
sixty each Friday evening and Monday morning. ‘The college teams 
are deteriorating through age, and four horses have necessarily been 
disposed of. Those remaining cannot take care of transportation 
and also do the work of farm, gardens and campus. It isa matter of 
economy to provide a machine for this work. In the transportation 
of students the element of time is also very important. 


3. Printing. Up to July, 1912, the printing of the college report 
(consisting, as then construed, of the report of the president and treas- 
urer, the report of the director, and the catalogue) and of the station 
bulletins was paid for from the state printing fund. This printing 
constituted the only direct yearly contribution from the state to the 
work of the experiment station. It amounted, from July, 1911, to 
July, 1912, to $4,800 in round numbers. Without corresponding 
addition to the college appropriations this additional expense, thrown 
upon the college funds, has constituted for this year an actual reduc- 
tion in the total annual appropriation as it has stood for the past 
seven or eight years. The amount of this reduction (or, in other 
words, the amount paid out from the college funds for the same items 
of printing from July, 1912, to December, 1913, eighteen months) 
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has been $5,106.63, or at the rate of $3,400 per year. So great а 
reduction in income at a time when increased patronage has multiplied 
demands on every dollar legitimately reckoned upon has seriously 
embarrassed our finances for the year. It may be added that only 
the Hatch act recognizes the expenditure of funds for printing results 
obtained by the grants under that act. | 

All this is said without the least desire or intention of criticising 
the decisions or calling in question the judgment of the State Printing 
Commission. It is simply а presentation of resultant conditions as 
they affect the work of the college. | 


4. Purchase of Farm Land. The total area owned by the college 
is 170 асгез. Of these, 79 acres are taken up in building sites and 
grounds, parade ground, athletic field, waste land and woodland. 
Forty-six асгев are used in pasturage, orchards and gardens, and farm 
crops. Forty-five acres are laid out in experimental plots. More land 
is urgently required for instruction, for proper balance in farm manage- 
ment, and especially for experimental purposes. The most progressive 
farmers in the state are now demanding experimental work for which 
we have no land available. As compared with the holdings of other 
colleges our acreage is ridieulously small. We should get more land 
now; (1) because the farmers are calling for experiments now; (2) 
because land is increasing in price. 


5. Water Supply. The present water supply barely meets present 
needs at the most favorable seasons. In the fall, each year, after a dry 
spell, the supply is insufficient for ordinary use, and is wholly inade- 
quate for fire protection. It is proposed to drive an additional well 
on the hill and install additional pumping apparatus. 


6. Grading, Seeding and Planting. The removal of the old wooden 
laboratories from the grounds and the construction work on Science 
Hall and the new fraternity building have left these sites and much 
of the connecting grounds in an unsightly condition. Around Science 
Hall a large amount of earth must be moved. Some three hundred 
feet of driveway must be constructed and soil brought for seeding. 
About half as much of driveway will be needed for the new fraternity 
house, and for the ground around the new power house.

Roads are greatly in need of these renewals. Heavy teaming has 
cut them up. 


8. Silo. An additional small silo is needed because of increase 
in size of herd. 


9. Dairy Additions, Etc. The increase in dairy students has 
necessitated enlargement of quarters; this has been mainly ассош- 
plished by the removal of the old botanical laboratory to the dairy barn 
and the remodeling of it. There is now needed an addition for housing 
the steam boiler and connecting it up. The estimate for this is $500. 
For the farm hands’ quarters there is very badly needed а bathroom 
with proper sanitary connections, $200. The old chemical labora- 
tory removed to а new site has been made into a sheep and hog barn. 
To make it effective, water must be carried there and proper fencing 
constructed at а cost amounting to $600. 


10. Insect Cases. The college owns a comparatively large and 
valuable collection of bird and insect specimens. These are rapidly 
deteriorating because inadequately protected. With the new science 
building, it is now possible to save them by placing them in properly 
constructed cases. Plans for the said cases have been made and the 
estimate for construction obtained was $1,000. 


Commencement. 


The baccalaureate address of Sunday, June 15, had for its title 
"Compensation." The commencement speaker the following Thurs- 
day was Hon. Ray Stannard Baker, the writer, who gave an address 
on “The Learning Professions. "

APPENDIX A. 


Report of the Board of Visitors for the Year 1913. 


To the Board of Managers of Rhode Island State College: 


GENTLEMEN :— The Board of Visitors has the honor to present the 
following report: 

During the year the Board has held three meetings, one at the 
College and two in Providence. The time at the College was spent 
in inspecting the grounds, buildings, work and equipment. At the 
last meeting in Providence, reports were made by the members of 
the Board on the different departments at the College. 

At least one member of the Board was actively interested and help- 
ful in the early days of the college, others had been in touch with the 
work there for several years, while still other members have become 
interested more recently, yet all expressed gratification because of 
the splendid spirit of coóperation shown by students and faculty 
and because of the feeling, so apparent to a close observer, of mutual 
understanding and sympathy between pupils and teachers—the surest 
indication that a school is developing strong character in its students. 

The members of the Board were pleased, also, to learn that the 
college is becoming more useful each year to the agricultural interests 
of the state, and that it is purposed to undertake, in the near future, in 
a more direct and more extensive way, experiments for the benefit 
of, and requested by, the farmers of the state. As this is the first work 
of that nature the farmers have asked of the college, the Board of 
Visitors feels that every effort should be made to grant the request, 
and strongly urges the purchase of more land, as the experiment can- 
not be successfully conducted without it. 

To the members of the Board, possibly the most satisfactory result 
of their visit was the discovery that the college is already doing much 
for the farmers, that policies are already formulated for increasing and 
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broadening the scope of such work, aud that the number of students 
in the agricultural course is increasing во rapidly. 

We take this opportunity to commend the efforts of those who 
planned and supervised the construction of the new Science Hall. 
We believe the State's money was judiciously spent in this enterprise, 
and full value received for every dollar expended. 

The Board was favorably impressed with the саге, the order and 
the cleanliness of the kitchen, dining-room, classrooms, grounds and. 
dormitories, except the girls’ dormitories, which are susceptible of 
improvement in these particulars. 

The Board, at its last meeting, agreed to endorse the propositions 
enumerated later in this report. In justice to the members, it should 
be stated that each proposition was carefully considered in detail 
before an agreement was reached. Without going into particulars 
in each case, it did seem obvious to the Board that the sewage should 
be cared for in order that the college might avoid becoming a nuisance 
toneighbors. The State should be the last to offend in this particular. 
А plentiful supply of pure water is a necessity, also, in such an institu- 
tion, and each of the other propositions appeared to state a need, 
the fulfillment of which would add greatly to the usefulness and 
efficiency of the work of the college.

6. 1,000.00 To grade and seed grounds around new science 
building, and sites of buildings removed from 
the quadrangle. | 

7. 1,400.00 To furnish additional sewage connection, road- 
renewals and cement walk. 

8. 500.00 To construct additional silo. 
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9. 1,300.00 То construct additions to dairy, additional fencing, 
additional laborers’ quarters and carry water 
to new paddocks. 

10. 1,000.00 То construct in the new building museum cases 
for insect and bird specimens.
